All That 0'Connell Asked

“The British Government,'' the text
of the reply of Lloyd George continues,
Coffered Ireland all that ©'Connell and
Thoman Duvie nasked, and more: we
are met only by an unqmlificd demand
that we should recognize Irelnnd as n
foreign Power It s playing with
phrases to suggest that the prineiple of
government by consent of the governed
compels recognition of that demand on
our part, or that in repudinting It we
nre straining geographical and histor-
feal considerntion to justify nny elaim
to ascendaney over the Irish race,

“There is no yolitical prineiple, how.
ever clear, that *an be applied without
regard to limitations imposed by physi-
eal and historienl facts. Those limita-
tiona are ns necessary ns the very prin-
ciple iteelf to the structure of every
free nation; to deny them would in-
volve the dlssolution of all demncratic
States, It was on these elementary
grounds that we ealled attention to the
governing force of the geograhpieal
propinquity of these two islands and of
their long and historie associntion, de-
spite the grent difference of charncter
of the races.

Quotes Lincoln on Unlon

““We do not believe a permanent rec-
oncilliation between Great Britain and
Irelund can ever he attained without
recognition of their physieal and his-
torieal interdependence, which make
complete palitieal and economic sepura«
Yion impracticable for both,

"I cannot better express the Britlsh
standpoint in this respect than in the
wurds used of the Northern and South-
ern States by Abraham ILineoln in his
first Inaugural address, They were
spoken by him on  the brink of the
Ameriefin  Civil War, which he was
atriving to avert:

" ‘Phystenlly speaking,’ he sald, ‘we
eannot  separate, We cannot remove
our respective sectlons from each other
now and build an impassable wall be-
tween them. * * * It s impossible
then to manke that intercourse more ad-
vantigeous or more eatisfactory after
sepnration than before. * * * Suppose
you go to war, you cannot fight always;
and when, after much loss on both sirdes
and no galn for either, you cease fight-
ing, the identienl old questions as to
terms of intercourse agnin are upon
vou,

Britain's Final Offer

“I do not think It can reasonably be
contended that the relations between
Great Diritain and Ireland are in agy
different case.

T thought I had made it elear, both
in my conversations with you and in
my two subsequent communientions,
that we can diseuss no settlement which
Involves a refusal on the part of Iye-
Innd to nccept our {nvitation to a free,
equal and loyal Furtnershlp In the Brit-
Ish Commonwenlith under one xovereign,

“I nm reluctant to preecipitate this
issue, but must point out that pro-
lemgation of the present state of affairs
is dangerous. Action is being taken in
vurious direetions which, if continued,
would prejudiee the truee and must yl-
timately lead to {ts termination., This
would indeed be deplorable.

Stop Mere Writing of Notes

“While therefore prepared to make
every allowance as to time which will
advance the cause of peace, we eannot
yrolong o mere exchange of notes, It
[B essential that some definite and im-
mediate progress should be made toward
a basle upon whieh further negotiations
can usgfully proceed. Your letter seems
to us, unfortunately, to show no such
progress,

“In this and my previous letters I

have set forth the considerations which
must govern the attlitude of His Maj- |
esty's Government in any negotiations
whieh they undertake. IF you are pre-
pared to examine how far these con-
siderationy ean be reconciled with the
aspirntiong you represent, I shall be
happy to meet you nnd your eollepgues,
(Signed) YLLOYD GEORGE.”

The Governor praised the science of
boxing as practiced In New Jersey and
pointed to the personnel of his boxing
rommission  with  pride. Then he
warmed up on the subject of Dempsey
and  addressed  Amerlen’s  foremost
gladintor while he stood in the ring
beside him. Unfortunately for the the.
ntries of the Governor's address, he had
occasion to mention the Dempsey-Car-
pentier fight, He said:

“Within an hour after the fight, or
boxing mateh, so cleanly i= the wport
practiced in New Jersey, both Dempaey
nnd  Carpentier  were able to attend
dinners given In their honor.''

When the CGovernor eajd the word
“Carpentier’ ft very nearly hroke up
the speech, The Governor had to stop
talking until the applause died down
and smiled sympathetically at Dempsey.

AMfentioning Carpentier nuder the eir-
cumstances was undoubtedly a faux
pas. Rut he made up for it when he
gave Dempsey the finnl accolade by
eaving, ‘It is a matter of great pride
to me to be privileged to stand in the
ring with the Hon. Jack Dempsey.'”

'lghl'.l'l Jack got his cheers,

Joe Humphries got on his talking
elothes again and announced that the
girls who had taken part in the fashion
show were cager to do honor to the
champlon and meet him  personally.
The seventeen filed into the ring, elimb-
ing through the ropes with the ajd of
the champlon's massive hand, and
formed in a group about him. Then,
to n slow march, the girls cireled the
ring half a dozen times while Jack took
hin place in the ring and filed around
with them. Then he helped them out
ngain  with  Chesterfieldian grace and
announced that he would referee the
next hout.

This fracas, the only one not refer-
red to by Harry Ertle, the arbiter of
the big fight In Jersey City, was he-
tween two boys named Buck Walter
and Johnnle Jones, They seemed a lit-
tle more peeved at one another than the
other ehaps had been, and at the sight
of real blood the house roused up a
little more enthusinsm.

No Alarm Clock Neoded

This rose to a roar of approval when
the Jones person sent Walter to slum-
berland. Te did not need an nlarm
clock to wake up, in faect it might bet-
ter he described nas a nap than a deen
sleep, but it was near enongh a knock-
out to sntisfy the crowd and to have
Referse Dempsey lift the hand of the
victorious boxer.

Then Dempsey took hls place in the
specially decorated box and prepared to
smile benlgnly on the next quarrel.
But right in the middle of it, while
every one was watching the ring—
either tired with =ocial life or annoyed
becnuse the crowd had stopped looking
at him—Mr, Dempsey slipped from the
clubhouse and motored back to At-
lantic City.
